GOP Blocks Oil Windfall Tax 


Senators shelve Democrats’ plan targeting Big Oil profits 


WASHINGTON! Saved by Senate Republicans, 
big oil companies dodged an attempt Tuesday 
to slap them with a windfall profits tax and 
take away billions of dollars in tax breaks in 
response to the record gasoline prices that 
have the nation fuming. 

GOP senators shoved aside the Democratic 
proposal, arguing that punishing Big Oil 
won’t do a thing to lower the $4-a-gallon- 
price of gasoline that is sending economic 


waves across the country. High prices at the 
pump are threatening everything from sum- 
mer vacations to Meals on Wheels deliver- 
ies to the elderly. 

The Democratic energy package would 
have imposed a 25 percent tax on any “unrea- 
sonable” profits of the five largest U.S. oil 
companies, which together made $36 bil- 
lion during the first three months of the 
year. It also would have given the govern- 


ment more power to address oil market 
speculation, opened the way for antitrust 
actions against countries belonging to the 
OPEC oil cartel, and made energy price 
gouging a federal crime. 

“Americans are furious about what’s going 
on,” declared Sen. Byron Dorgan, D-N.D. 

But Republican leaders said the 
Democrats’ plan would do harm rather than 
good — and they kept the legislation from 
being brought up for debate and amend- 
ments.

ISPs Agree 
To Restrict 
Child Porn 

Verizon, Time Warner, 
Sprint will block Web 
site access nationwide 

ALBANY, N.Y. I Internet providers 
Verizon, Sprint and Time Warner 
Cable have agreed to block access 
to child pornography and elimi- 
nate the material from their serv- 
ers, New York’s attorney general 
said Tuesday. 

The companies also will pay 
$1.1 million to help fund efforts to 
remove the online child porn cre- 
ated and dissem- 
inated by users 
through their 
services. Attorney 
General Andrew 
Cuomo said. The 
changes will 
affect customers 
nationwide. 

Investigators said they found 88 
newsgroups devoted to child por- 
nography in an investigation over six 
to eight months. More than 11,000 
images were collected using soft- 
ware that identifies child pornog- 
raphy, Cuomo’s office said. 

Cuomo said the companies 
acted immediately when told of 
the concern. 

“People are very creative, and 
there is a market for this filth,” he 
said. “We have to work together.”

Ex-Military Leaders Get VP Look 


Obama considering 
picks that could boost 
security credentials 

WASHINGTON | Barack Obama is 
considering former top military 
leaders among his possible run- 
ning mates, according to senators 
who met Tuesday with the Demo- 
cratic presidential candidate’s vice 
presidential vetting team. 

North Dakota Sen. Kent Con- 
rad told The Associated Press that 
the team asked him about potential 


candidates from 
three broad cat- 
egories — cur- 
rent top elected 
officials, former 
top elected offi- 
cials and former 
top military lead- 
ers. 

“We talked about many names,” 
Conrad said, including “some that 
are out of the box, but I think would 
be very well-received by the Amer- 
ican people, including former top 
military leaders.” 


A running mate from the mili- 
tary ranks could help address con- 
cerns that Obama lacks foreign pol- 
icy experience, having served just 
three years in the Senate. It could 
also provide a counterpoint to the 
military bonafides of the Republi- 
can ticket, which will be led by Viet- 
nam war hero John McCain. 

Obama has a three -person team 
managing the vetting process that 
includes one-time first daughter 
Caroline Kennedy, former Deputy 
Attorney General Eric Holder and 
Jim Johnson, the former CEO of 


mortgage lender Fannie Mae. 

“I sensed from this meeting that 
they are still very much building 
the list and at the same time eval- 
uating possibilities,” Conrad said. 
“It’s very clear they have reached 
no conclusions, not even tentative 
conclusions.” 

Johnson and Holder also met 
with North Dakota’s other Demo- 
cratic senator, Byron Dorgan, who 
confirmed that former military offi- 
cials were discussed, along with a 
“good many names” of other poten- 
tial candidates, (ap)

Report: Legalization 
of gay marriages will 
boost Calif, economy 

SAN FRANCISCO I The flowers have 
been selected, the Veterans’ Memo- 
rial Center has been booked, and 
the three-piece band has been cho- 
sen. The e-invitations have gone out. 
The brides — and there will be two 
of them — might not have time to 
buy something new to wear, but 
that’s OK. 

Shelly Bailes and Ellen Pontac, 
who have been together for 34 years, 
do not want to wait a day longer 
than necessary to tie the knot now 
that California’s Supreme Court has 
legalized gay marriage. They had 
five weeks to plan a June 21 recep- 
tion for 250 people. 

“We should have been ready, 
but we weren’t,” Pontac said with 
a laugh. “We are taking care of all 
the details we can, and no matter 
what happens, we know we will have 
good company and good music and 
food and drink.” 

The gay marriage ruling could 
give a big boost to California’s sput- 
tering economy, with thousands of 


same-sex couples from across the 
nation expected to converge on the 
state when the decision takes effect 
June 16. Hotels, restaurants, flo- 
rists and other wedding services are 
reporting a flurry of business. 

“The good news for California is 
that in the face of probably the worst 
budget problems the state has ever 
faced, the LGBT wedding industry 
is going to be a financial shot in the 


arm,” Jeffrey Pang, mayor of West 
Hollywood. 

A study issued this week by 
UCLA’s Williams Institute for Sex- 
ual Orientation and the Law pro- 
jected that gay men and lesbians 
will spend $684 million on cakes, 
photographers and other services 
over the next three years unless vot-

Defense secretary says 
branches must listen 
to outside scrutiny 

SCOTT AIR FORCE BASE, ILL. | The 
entire military — not just the newly 
reoriented Air Lorce — must learn 
to accept criticism from outside its 
ranks. Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates said Tuesday. 

Speaking to about 500 airmen 
at this base just east of St. Louis, 
Gates said it is well known that 
the military services make good 
use of internal reviews of their 
performance in order to improve 
and to correct problems. 

“However, I have noticed that 
none of the services easily accept 
honest criticism from outside their 


branch, or scrutiny that expos- 
es institutional shortcomings,” 
Gates said. “This 
is something that 
must change 
across the mili- 
tary.” 

Gates offered 
no specific exam- 
Gates pies of other 

branches of the 
military’s resisting outside criticism, 
but his remark followed his decision 
last week to fire Air Lorce Secretary 
Michael Wynne and the Air Lorce 
chief of staff, Gen. Michael Mose- 
ley. Gates said the shake-up was a 
regrettable but necessary response 
to Air Lorce failures in the perfor- 
mance of its nuclear mission.

No matter what the current economic forecasts 
are, jobseekers who hold a security clearance enjoy 
bright prospects, especially if they offer employers a 
combination of technical skills, interpersonal abilities, 
and industry knowledge.

To find out if you have what employers are 
looking for in today’s marketplace, says Frame, do 
your own personal soft skills/competencies audit:

Then assess the skills needed for other positions 
that interest you, says Frame. Look at position 
descriptions or job ads to consider both promotions 
within your current organization which interest you 
and external opportunities. 

Once you have assessed your current 
competencies versus needed ones, develop a plan. 
Frame advises: 

• Pick one competency you want to work on. 

• Identify your goal and what steps are needed 
to achieve it. Keep the steps small but be 
specific. 

• Put in a timeframe. 

• Identify how you will know you have 
achieved your goal.That is your measure of 
success. 

Next, ask others for help. “Soft skills by their 
nature involve working with others, so you need 
others to help you develop yours,” Frame suggests. 
Share your plan with your boss, a mentor, or a 
talented co-worker and ask for their assistance and 
feedback. 

Then it’s time to practice. Ask your co- 
workers, a mentor, or friend for feedback and specific 
information on what you did well and what still 
needs work. “Often keeping a record of what you 
have tried and what results you got will help you to 
keep going and to improve,” Frame advises. 

Finally, tackle another area. “No, it never 
ends,” says Frame. “Not if you want to succeed at 
work or in life.”

McCain: Obama Bad for Business 


Republican addresses 
rival s proposals at 
small business summit 

WASHINGTON I Republican John 
McCain said Tuesday that Dem- 
ocrat Barack Obama is bad for 
business as the presidential rivals 
appealed to voters worried about 
lost jobs, rising gas prices and other 
economic woes. 

One day after Obama hammered 
him on the economy, McCain told 
small business owners the presumed 
Democratic nominee’s economic 


proposals would hand them high- 
er taxes and steeper overhead costs. 
He also criticized Obama for pledg- 
ing to renegotiate the 1994 North 
American Free Trade Agreement, 
which is credited for record exports 
by Republicans but blamed for job 
losses by many Democrats. 

“You work hard in small busi- 
nesses to grow and create new 
jobs and opportunities for others,” 
McCain told a Washington gather- 
ing of the National Federation of 
Independent Business. “The fed- 
eral government shouldn’t make 
your work any harder.”

Obama, speaking in St. Louis, 
Mo., defended his proposals and 
called McCain’s remarks mislead- 
ing. He said he would eliminate 
the capital gains tax “for the small 


businesses and startups that are the 
backbone of our economy.” 

His income tax plans, Obama 
said, would cut taxes for 95 per- 
cent of U.S. workers, while rolling 
back tax reductions for the highest- 
earning 5 percent. 

Economic issues have taken cen- 
ter stage in the presidential race, 
with many Americans staggered 
by gasoline prices. 

McCain said small businesses 
would bear the brunt of Obama’s 
proposed tax increases. He called 
for phasing out the alternative mini- 
mum tax and allowing businesses to 
write off some new investments. 

“I don’t want to send any more of 
your earnings to the government,” 
McCain said, (ap)

Dozens Killed in Sudan Plane Crash 


Jetliner carrying 203 
travelers lands, then 
bursts into flames 

KHARTOUM, SUDAN I A Sudanese 
jetliner landed in a thunderstorm 
and veered off the runway Tues- 
day, bursting into flames and kill- 
ing dozens of people, Sudanese 
officials said. 

Official and state media said 
immediately after the crash that 
about half the 203 passengers 
aboard the Airbus A310 had been 
killed in the crash around 9 p.m. But 


several hours later, officials began 
reporting a lower toll. 

One flight attendant said the 
crew had evacuated the passen- 
gers from the plane. 

“Thank God we were able to get 
all the passengers out,” said Sar- 
rah Faisal, her voice shaking as 
she spoke to Sudanese TV from a 
stretcher, wearing a plastic neck- 
brace. She gave no more details. 

Deputy parliament speaker 
Mohammed al-Hassan al-Ameen 
said the death toll was “about 30 
people.” Police spokesman Moham- 
med Abdel Majid al-Tayeb said five

bodies had been pulled from the 
wreckage, 100 people were safe 
and an unspecified number were 
hospitalized. 

Sudanese television foot- 
age showed a hellish scene, with 
orange flames dwarfing firefight- 
ers and towering above the shat- 
tered fuselage. Ambulances and 
firetrucks rushed to the scene. 

Sudan has a poor aviation safe- 
ty record. In May, a plane crash in 
a remote area of southern Sudan 
killed 24 people, including key 
members of the southern Sudanese 
government, mohamed osman (ap)

80,000 S. Koreans Protest U.S. Beef 


Entire Cabinet offers 
to resign over erisis 
sparked by import plan 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I About80,000 
protesters gathered in South Korea’s 
capital Tuesday in the largest dem- 
onstration yet against the planned 
resumption of U.S. beef imports, as 
the entire Cabinet offered to resign 
in the uproar over the policy. 

President Lee Myung-bak’s 


office did not say whether he 
would accept the resignations, an 
attempt to defuse the beef crisis that 
has paralyzed his government less 
than four months after the former 
Hyundai CEO took office following 
a landslide election victory. 

The government agreed in April 
to lift almost all restrictions that 
had been imposed on imports of 
U.S. beef over fears of mad cow dis- 
ease. Protesters have been demand- 
ing for weeks that the government 


scrap or renegotiate the beef deal 
amid perceptions it did not do 
enough to protect citizens. 

The demonstrations began after 
a popular TV program questioned 
the safety of U.S. beef and claimed 
Koreans are more susceptible than 
Americans and Europeans to the 
human variant due to genetics. 

About 21,000 riot police were 
deployed to keep order, the Seoul 
Metropolitan Police Agency said.

EU Heads, 
Bush Set 
Iran Plan 

President wins support 
from Europeans over 
possible Iran sanctions 

KRANJ, SLOVENIA I President Bush 
claimed progress Tuesday in his 
drive to stop Iran from develop- 
ing a nuclear bomb, winning Euro- 
pean promises to tighten pressure 
on Tehran with U.N. sanctions and 
possibly other new penalties. 

Bush, attending the final United 
States -European Union summit of 
his presidency, is working against 
time to secure one of the top foreign 
priorities of his presidency: halting 
Iran’s presumed ambition to become 
a nuclear-armed nation. 

Bush seemed to get closer to that 
goal in talks with EU leaders on 
Tuesday. 

A joint declaration said the U.S. 
and Europe “are ready to supple- 
ment those [previous] sanctions 
with additional measures” if Iran 
does not halt enrichment. It also 
said they would “work together ... 
to ensure Iranian banks cannot 
abuse the international banking 
system to support proliferation 
and terrorism.” 

It was unclear whether this sec- 
ond pledge meant Europeans had 
signed on for the kind of harsh 
measures the U.S. favors or mere- 
ly represented a repeat of previ- 
ous calls for closer monitoring of 
dealings with them.

State broadcaster CCTV showed 
water flowing quickly out of the 
lake, flooding low-lying areas of 
the devastated town of Beichuan 
just below. Residents from the area 
had been evacuated days earlier. 

The swirl of muddy water roar- 
ing past towns and villages swept 
along trees, barrels, television 
sets, refrigerators “and the occa- 
sional dead bodies of quake vic- 
tims,” Xinhua reported. 

Towns downstream remained 
on alert for possible flooding, in 
case the water breached unstable

Israeli Airstrike Kills 3 Palestinians 


JERUSALEM I An Israeli airstrike 
killed three Palestinians firing 
mortars at southern Israel on Tues- 
day, while Israel’s leaders debated 
whether to pursue a truce with 
Gaza’s Hamas rulers or launch a 
broad military offensive against 
militants in the coastal strip. 

The attack came after militants 
bombarded Israel with 20 mortar 
rounds in an hour. Hamas said the 


strike killed three members of one 
of its mortar squads. 

At the time, Israeli Prime Minis- 
ter Ehud Olmert, Defense Minister 
Ehud Barak and Foreign Minister 
Tzipi Livni were discussing what 
to do about Gaza. With four Israeli 
civilians killed in attacks this year,

Tomato Scare Has 
Growers Panicking 


Farmers fear major 
losses if salmonella 
souree isn’t found soon 

FRESNO, CALIF. | As tomatoes 
blush a deep red in farms and gar- 
dens throughout the country this 
week, growers are panicking that a 
17-state salmonella outbreak linked 
to raw tomatoes could shrivel up 
their summer market. 

On Tuesday, federal authori- 
ties cleared fresh tomatoes grown 
in Florida and California of any 
responsibility in the national food 
poisoning scare, which has sickened 
167 people since April. 

Just three varieties — red plum, 
red Roma and round red tomatoes 
— are thought to have caused the 
illnesses. 

But farmers said the list of safe- 
to-eat varieties still isn’t enough to 
convince consumers that tomatoes 
are safe for salads and salsas. 

“Even though our tomatoes are 
safe, we know consumers are going 
to stay away from our product this 
year,” said Jack King, the California 
Farm Bureau Federation’s national 
affairs manager. 

The scare had already done 


significant economic damage to 
growers, grocers and restaurateurs, 
Florida Agriculture Department 
spokeswoman Liz Compton said.

If consumers stop buying toma- 
toes, Florida’s tomato industry could 
lose more than $40 million, said 
Doug Archer, associate dean for the 
Institute of Food and Agricultural 
Science at the University of Florida 
in Gainesville. 

And if the federal government 
takes weeks to uncover the source, 
those numbers could climb higher, 
industry experts warned. 

“This is a nightmare for grow- 
ers. This is right when their product 
should be coming to market, and 
everyone is saying don’t buy it,” said 
Jaydee Hanson, a policy analyst at 
the Center for Food Safety, (ap)

Metro Derailment Details Released 


Operator traveled over 
half a rmle not knowing 
train was off the track 

The operator of the Orange Line 
that derailed Monday traveled 
for more than half a mile with- 
out realizing anything was wrong 
until being alerted by another 
Metro employee, a veteran super- 
visor who happened to be riding 
the train. General Manager John 
B. Catoe Jr. said Tuesday. 

If the supervisor had not flagged 


the problem, “clearly there would 
be more damage to the track bed 
area,” said Metro spokeswoman Lisa 
Farbstein. There were no injuries 
in Monday’s incident and the 412 
passengers were safely evacuated 
from the six- car train. 

Although Metro’s investigation 
is not complete, Catoe said he had 
no reason to believe operator error 
was involved. 

Catoe credited improved com- 
munication by Metro personnel and 
riders who stayed put for the rela- 
tively smooth evacuation.

Catoe said he believes he knows 
what caused the derailment but did 
not want to elaborate until all tests 
are completed. 

Officials said the track and 
third rail, which powers the trains, 
were undamaged. But some parts 
of the track had loose hardware, 
according to a knowledgeable 
Metro source who did not want 
to be identified for fear of retalia- 
tion. Farbstein said it was not clear 
whether the hardware became loose 
before or after the derailment.

... with the sound 
of opera in one small 
Colo, mountain town 

DESTINATIONS I At almost 8,500 
feet in the Rockies, it can take a 
few breaths to walk up Central City’s 
steep granite hills lined with Victo- 
rian homes, souvenir shops — and 
an opera house that has served 
19th-century gold miners as well 
as modern-day visitors. 

For almost a century and a half. 
Central City and other Colorado 
mountain towns have been alive 
with the sounds of opera. Partly 
because of its opera house. Cen- 
tral City, up Clear Creek Canyon 
some 40 miles west of Denver, is a 
national historic district and such 
a marvel of local history one can 
almost hear the Cornish miners 
singing. 

But Central City Opera is not just 
a relic of the past. It is a vibrant, 
popular arts venue, with nearly 
24,000 tickets sold in 2007 and a 
record $1.25 million in sales. The 
opera hopes to bring in as much or 
more business this summer, with 
performances of Benjamin Brit- 
ten’s “The Rape of Lucretia,” a new 


production of Leonard Bernstein’s 
“West Side Story,” and American 
composer Carlisle Floyd’s “Susan- 
nah,” the story of a woman accused 
of immorality and shunned by a 
rural Tennessee community. 

Still, the opera has its roots 
in the rough and tumble mining 
days of the 19th century. Euro- 
pean immigrants to towns like 


Central City brought their musi- 
cal traditions with them. A town’s 
mark of civilization included hav- 
ing a sheriff, a courthouse and an 
opera house. In Central City, opera 
supporters in the town of 3,000 
raised $12,000 in 1878 to hire a 
Denver architect to design the 
building and $23,000 to build it 
over Eureka Creek. 


“They hankered for some kind of 
civilized lifestyle that would amelio- 
rate their loneliness and the drudg- 
ery of the work they were doing,” 
said Charles Ralph, a Colorado 
opera historian. “Having enter- 
tainment, especially coupled with 
attractive people, mainly female, 
was exactly what they wanted.”

after dribbling around Roman 
Shirokov in the 74th to shoot past 
Akinfeev with his right foot. 

Russia’s goal came from Roman 
Pavlyuchenko long after things were 
decided. 

“When I think of Villa, it’s a 
name that makes me think of scor- 
ing,” coach Luis Aragones said. “The 
Spanish team has the luck of having 
players that can score.

Big Brown Trainer 
Blames Jockey 


Dutrow says his horse 
looks fine, so it must 
have been a bad ride 

H 0 RS E R AC I N G I Trainer Rick Dutrow 
Jr. still blames Kent Desormeaux 
for Big Brown’s stunning last-place 
finish in the Belmont Stakes, but he 
wouldn’t object to the jockey’s rid- 
ing the horse in his next race. 

The decision of whether to 
change jockeys is up to co-owner 
Michael lavarone, Dutrow said. 

“I don’t want to hurt anyone, 
especially Kent,” Dutrow told The 
Associated Press on Tuesday morn- 
ing in his barn at Aqueduct. “But 
I still don’t understand what hap- 
pened. I don’t see the horse with 
a problem, so I have to direct my 
attention toward the ride. That’s 
all I can come up with.” 

With Big Brown’s trying to 
become the first Triple Crown 
champion in 30 years after domi- 
nant wins in the Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness, Desormeaux eased 
up the unbeaten colt with a quar- 
ter-mile remaining in the Belmont 
on Saturday. 

“I had no horse. He was empty,” 
Desormeaux said after the race. 

Dutrow insisted Tuesday he 
had found nothing wrong with 
Big Brown.

“Maybe next week if something 
starts going wrong with the horse, 
then I’ll understand everything,” he 
said. “As long as the horse stays the 
way that I see him right now, then 
things are just going to keep build- 
ing up for me to know that it was 
the ride that did him in.” 

He said he hadn’t spoken to 
Desormeaux, but “if he calls me. 
I’ll talk to him, sure.” 

If Big Brown is healthy, the plan 
is for him to run next in the Trav- 
ers Stakes on Aug. 23 at Saratoga.

Subaru Forester does 
not live up to green 
romanticism of brand 

STAGNANTI The Forester, introduced 
in 1997? was one of those magical 
alignments of timing, marketing, 
product and Zeitgeist. Even the 
name was perfect: Forester, a tree- 
hugging alternative to SUVs, which 
were just then feeling the sting of the 
cultural-political backlash against 
them. Here was a versatile and prac- 
tical all-wheel- drive wagon — the 
first crossover, really — that could 
get the kayaks and mountain bikes 
where they needed to go and didn’t 
make you feel flatulent with carbon 
emissions. I don’t think a Subaru 
radio can even pick up Rush Lim- 
baugh’s show. 

A decade later, and with gas at 
more than $4 per gallon, not being 
an SUV is an extremely good busi- 
ness move. 

While the Forester didn’t have 
anything to do but grow, the new 
Forester isn’t as lovably compact as 
before, if indeed you loved it. The 
payoff is much more legroom, and 
bigger and more convenient rear 
door openings. 

Because the rear suspension has 
been changed to a fairly compact 
unequal-length A- arm design, the 
rear cargo area has opened up and 
now ranks among the biggest in its 
class of compact crossovers. Fold

down the 60/40 rear seats and it’s 
like Carlsbad Caverns back there. 

Here’s the problem for Subaru 
going forward: With its carefully 
cultivated audience of progres- 
sives, Subaru really should have 
more fuel -efficient technologies 
on deck. 

The boxer four, turbo or other- 
wise, is by no means the most effi- 
cient small- displacement engine 
out there (and emissions are a 
problem, too). Where’s the high- 
efficiency diesel option? Where’s 
the hybrid Forester? Why isn’t 
this company capitalizing on the 
green romanticism of the brand?

I was very impressed with the 
Nissan Murano before I found out 
you had to use premium fuel. Are 
there any plans for 2009 to change 
to regular fuel? 

The Murano “recommends” pre- 
mium as opposed to requiring 
it. That’s “recommended for best 
performance,” which means you 
can use lower grades in that one. 
But consumers should take seri- 
ously the word “required” when 
it shows up in an owner’s manual 
next to fuel grade. That usually hap- 
pens in vehicles with turbocharged, 
supercharged or other high- com- 
pression engines. Do not use lower- 
grade fuels in those. 

Would you go for the ’08 Ford 
Escape Hybrid or wait for the ’09? 

Go for the ‘08. The technology on 
the ’09 is not substantially differ- 
ent. The battery, I think, remains 
nickel-metal-hydride. And the elec- 
tric portion of the drivetrain still 
does its best work in stop-and-go 
urban traffic. Take the ’08 and a 
price break. 

When I first learned about the 
smart cars in Europe a few years 
ago, I saw that they had a road- 
ster version. How come I don’t see 
these models in the U.S.? 

The car business is, well, a business. 
Smart, a Mercedes-Benz subsidiary, 
is smart enough to understand that 
an America long enthralled with all 


things big can’t be trusted to show 
the same affection for something as 
small as a Smart car. So, the compa- 
ny has begun gingerly here — first 
introducing the gasoline Smart 
ForTwo, which is sold out for 2008. 
Other versions of the Smart ForT- 
wo are likely to appear, including 
a “micro hybrid drive” gas- electric 
model that works wonderfully well, 
and, maybe, a Bosch diesel model. 
Roadster and other sports Smarts 
will come if America demonstrates 
that it is smart enough to remain 
committed to efficient motoring.

It seems that when the manufactur- 
ers “improve” their cars for the next 
model, they tend to make it bigger 
or put in a larger engine. Both usual- 
ly require more fuel. Why can’t they 
make the cars lighter on subsequent 
versions for better fuel efficiency? 
The truth is that most manufactur- 
ers won’t do a darned thing their 
consumers don’t ask for. Why do 
cars get bigger in the United States? 
How can I say this inoffensively? 
The next time you are waiting for 
a hamburger at McDonald’s, or 
parked at a rest stop in Ohio, kindly 
observe the girth around you.

Its ‘Happening Again 



After a flop, M. Night 
Shyamalan returns, 
now sadder but wiser 

REN E WAL I He describes the experi- 
ence of making “Lady in the Water,” 
the biggest flop of his career, as 
something akin to stripping off all 
his clothes and running outside to 
have the world collectively laugh at 
him. But in a good way. 

M. Night Shyamalan, the 
37-year- old film director who shot 
to fame with “The Sixth Sense” in 
1999, is not talking about large- 
scale humiliation but rather per- 
sonal empowerment — the freedom 
that comes from giving up concern 
about other people’s expectations. 

“I’m sick of feeling like I hope the 
cool people like me,” he says. “You 
know that thing you do when you’re 
in school? And you’re in your mid- 
30s and you go. I’m sick of feeling 
this way.’ And you have this urge to 
take all your clothes off and run out- 
side and say, ‘Make fun of me. Are 
we done? Is that it? Good, let’s go on 
with our lives.’ 

Shyamalan occupies an unusual 
place in the pop -culture pantheon. 
He’s a writer- director, an auteur of 
popcorn films, who has turned his 
own idiosyncratic brew of horror, 
psychology and spirituality into a 
global brand. 


If Shyamalan had been just 
another writer- director, “Lady in 
the Water,” released in 2006, would 
be considered an arty misstep on the 
tortuous path of originality. But the 
Him, a fractured fairy tale about a 
water nymph, engendered outright 
vitriol. One could think of “The Hap- 
pening” as a calculated rebound. Yet, 
Shyamalan insists he doesn’t operate 
that way. In fact, he wrote “The Hap- 
pening” before “Lady in the Water” 
was even finished. 


It’s one of those movies where 
the less you know, the scarier it 
is, and “The Happening” begins 
with a bang: People stop frozen 
in New York City’s Central Park 
and then begin inexplicably kill- 
ing themselves with a kind of 
stunned matter-of-factness. Is it 
an airborne toxin? Global warm- 
ing gone vicious? The mass psycho- 
sis spreads like a virus through the 
Northeast as humans scamper to 
outrun the threat. 


Yet, the terror is wrapped up in a 
reconciliation dramabetween ayoung 
couple playedby Mark Wahlberg and 
Zooey Deschanel. “It’s a normal day 
in their kind-of-troubled marriage,” 
Shyamalan says. ‘And then this thing 
happens. And if you got to the point 
where you knew in the next minute 
you were going to be dead — you get 
one last conversation. What do you 
say to each other? That’s what the 
movie ultimately is about.” rachel

COLLEGE BOYS I Before any substan- 
tive discussion of why the Los Ange- 
les-based power pop duo Chester 
French should be taken seriously as 
one of the fastest rising “It” bands, 
the group’s members would like to 
dispel certain Ivy League miscon- 
ceptions about them. 

Granted, singer D.A. Wallach 
and multi-instrumentalist/ arranger 
Maxwell Drummey graduated from 
Harvard University last spring. But 


they’re not “the next Vampire Week- 
end” (as some online pundits have 
called them). Whereas the Columbia 
University alumni in that indie band 
lean toward an African-inflected 
alterna-rock, Chester French is all 
about wry-yet-rockin’ ’60s-accented 
narrative pop.

totally down with the streets. 

“Most of our fans — we’ve real- 
ly had a lot of folks who, from the 
best I can tell, are primarily fans 
of hip-hop,” Wallach said. “I think 
that’s really cool.” 

The group’s profile in the hip-hop 
world was super- sized when word 


leaked that three of urban music’s 
foremost shot callers — Kanye West, 
producer-rapper Pharrell Williams 
and So So Def Records label chief Jer- 
maine Dupri — took part in a fren- 
zied bidding war to land the rights to 
Chester French’s new album, “Love 
the Future” even before the band had 
graduated. 

“Hip-hop has been a music with 
an entrenched understanding of 
authenticity; there was a stigma 
associated with listening to any- 
thing that seemed counter to it in 
any way,” Drummey said. “But at 
this point, those lines don’t exist. 
And there’s starting to be more of 
both a critical and artistic recogni- 
tion of that fact.”

‘Spotlight’ 
On Music 

‘Idol’ alum, distracted 
by Hollywood, finally 
releases a new single 

AWAITED I Jennifer Hudson may 
have taken longer than fans 
wished before officially announc- 
ing the release of her self-titled 
debut album, due out Sept. 30 via 
Arista Records. But early chart 
movement indicates it might’ve 
been worth the wait. 

Hudson’s lead single, the Ne- 
Yo-penned and Stargate-pro- 
duced “Spotlight,” has jumped 
99-63-51 in its first three weeks 
on Billboard’s Hot R&B/Hip-Hop 
Songs chart. 

Ne-Yo notes there were chal- 
lenges in choosing which song to 
introduce Hudson with but says 
he’s “really, really proud” his song 
was picked for the job. 

“They were really trying to fig- 
ure out where to take her,” he says. 
“The main issue with Jennifer Hud- 
son is her voice is so huge, so how 
do you take that and radio -ize it, 
make it radio -friendly? She can’t 


do [“And I am Telling You I’m Not 
Going” from “Dreamgirls”] every 
song because you’ll eventually be 
tired of it. So, [“Spotlight”] is kind 
of a classy mid-tempo, and I hope 
and pray it does well because Jen- 
nifer is an amazing talent.” 

According to Arista’s Senior Vice 
President of Marketing and Artist 
Development Scott Seviour, the 
track is intended to not only tide 
fans over until the fall album release 
but capitalize on Hudson’s role in 
the “Sex and the City” film, which 
opened with $55.7 million in U.S. 
theaters, according to the Holly- 
wood Reporter. Its soundtrack, with 
the Hudson track “All Dressed in 
Love,” debuts this week at No. 2 on 
the Billboard 200. 

“When songs of this nature catch 
on, they call out for a long time,” 
Arista Senior Vice President of 
A&R Larry Jackson says. “We’re 
hoping this will be the case here. 
We’re putting out another single to 
further whet the appetite of fans 
with respect to what lays with the 
album.” 

While a follow-up hasn’t been 
chosen, some tracks in conten- 
tion are the Timbaland-produced 
“Pocketbook,” featuring Ludacris 
and “Can’t Stop the Rain,” also writ- 
ten by Ne-Yo.

After ‘Dr. Who,’ Piper 
chooses something 
completely different 

CHARACTER | On an early summer 
evening, Billie Piper is sitting in 
the back garden of a pub near her 
country home. 

She’s talking about sex and a city 
girl — the London-based profes- 
sional escort Belle, who she por- 
trays in the Showtime series “Secret 
Diary of a Call Girl,” premiering at 
10:30 p.m. on Monday.

A well-known name can be read 
as a signal of quality, in a market 
where people are looking for sig- 
nals, agrees Robert Smiley, direc- 
tor of wine industry programs at 
the University of California, Davis, 
school of management. “Wine is a 
product that most of us know very 
little about [but] we buy a lot.” 

Just how much celebrities are 
involved in their namesake wines 
varies. 

For Fleming— who, with her

Celebrities bring their 
own brands of wine 
into the spotlight 

As a graceful Olympian, Peggy 
Fleming thrilled with her elegance 
on the ice. But these days, the gold- 
medal skater is making her mark 
in the world of wine. 

And she’s not the only celebri- 
ty staking a second career in the 
vineyards. From golfer Greg Nor- 
man to rocker Mick Fleetwood to 
domestic doyenne Martha Stewart, 
the trend of VIP-turned-vintner is 
growing. 

“It certainly seems to be pick- 
ing up pace,” says Richard Hurst, a 
senior vice president for the Nielsen 
Company. 

Star power sells. Nielsen figures 
based on 2007 grocery store sales 
show celebrity wines were up near- 
ly 19 percent from the year before, 
representing nearly 1 percent, or 
almost $42 million, of total wine 
sales in the United States. 

It makes sense, says Hurst. 
With hundreds of bottles dazzling 
the eye, buyers often rely on rec- 
ommendations, whether they are 
from a friend, a local merchant — or 
maybe a trusted celebrity. 

“People are looking for that hook 
to hang on to because, otherwise, 
how do you choose between multi- 
ple chardonnays and multiple pinot 
grigios?” he asks. 


Winery — making wine is a seri- 
ous endeavor. 

The couple planted a vineyard 
in 1999 at their ridgetop property 
in the foothills of the Santa Cruz 
Mountains. Soon they were sell- 
ing their grapes, and Jenkins, who 
had retired from his first career as 
a dermatologist, became interested 
in winemaking, taking courses at 
UC Davis. 

“We got more and more curious,” 
says Fleming. “It just grabs you.” 

Their wine labels whisper rather 
than blare Fleming’s fame, carrying 
the name Fleming-Jenkins with a 
delicate swoop of silver symboliz- 
ing the ice skating move known as 
a crossover. 

“We wanted it to be clean and 
crisp -looking and simple,” says

Fleming. “We didn’t want it to be 
all about me, because I’m not the 
winemaker, Greg is. But together we 
do the blends and together we select 
how we want it to turn out.” 

They produced their first wines 
with the 2003 vintage and later cre- 
ated a rose (ro-ZAY) to raise funds 
for research into breast cancer, a 
disease Fleming has successfully 
battled. 


A rich Napa Valley cabernet 
blend that goes for $50 per bottle 
is called Choreography, another nod 
to Fleming’s career. 

Although stars from just about 
every field have ventured into viti- 
culture, the sports connection has 
been especially strong, ranging from 
golfers — Ernie Els has a winery, 
and Arnold Palmer is collaborat- 
ing with Luna Vineyards in the 
Napa Valley — to race car drivers; 
Mario Andretti founded Andretti 
Winery in 1996. 

The arts have also fielded a num- 
ber of vintners. Francis Ford Cop- 
pola has been directing wine for a 
quarter of a century — he bought 
his Napa Valley property in 1975 
— winning critical as well as pop- 
ular acclaim. 


One factor behind the success 
of celebrity wines, says Hurst, is 
increasing wine appreciation on 
the part of the Millennial, who 
have grown up in a celebrity- 
soaked culture. 

The Nielsen research showed 
consumers were paying an aver- 
age of $8.50 per bottle for celeb- 
rity wine, but just $ 5.75 per bottle 
for regular wine. 

Still, says Jenkins, having a 
famous name on the label may 
help sell the first bottle but not 
the second. 

“It does help some brand aware- 
ness and visibility with Peggy’s 
name on the label,” he says. “But 
it’s really the quality of the wine 
inside the bottle that’s going to lead 
to repeat sales.” michelle locke (ap)

Ambitious gardeners 
cultivate the plants 
grown in the Bible 

People who grow gardens grow in 
faith, according to the Rev. Marsh 
Hudson-Knapp, which accounts in 
large part for the Bible garden he 
helped established adjacent to his 
church a quarter- century ago. 

“A lot of people’s spirituality is 
rooted in nature,” said Hudson- 
Knapp, pastor of the First Congre- 
gational Church of Fair Haven, Vt. 
“There’s always been a deep [bib- 
lical] connection with gardening. 
With each new season, life is burst- 
ing forth again.” 

A Bible garden is not a theme 
recommended for the casual hobby- 
ist. Cultivating every flower, shrub, 
food crop or fruit mentioned in the 
Scriptures is a daunting objective, 
especially if you’re trying to be 
exacting about plant choice. More 
than 120 plants have been men- 


tioned in the Bible, although that 
total is open to interpretation. 

How do you determine, for 
example, exactly what kind of 
“burning bush” was cited in the 
story of Moses? 

“We decided not to be all that 


precise,” Hudson-Knapp said in a 
telephone interview. “We use sub- 
stitutes at times, especially where 
we can’t duplicate the growing con- 
ditions of certain plants.” 

There are plants of the Bible and 
then there are plants of the Bible lands. 


said Lytton John Musselman, who 
chairs the Department of Biological 
Sciences at Old Dominion University 
in Norfolk, Va., and is the author of 
“Figs, Dates, Laurel and Myrrh: Plants 
of the Bible and the Quran.” 

“Original translators of the King 
James version didn’t have much 
knowledge about plants native to 
the Near East, so they read into a 
lot of things,” he said. 

A notable example is the apple.

the forbidden fruit from the tree of 
knowledge in the Garden of Eden, 
said Musselman, who has made an 
academic career of winnowing the 
botanical from the theological. 

“Apples were not part of the agri- 
culture from that era. It was more 
likely an apricot that Adam handed 
Eve, if you want to be literal about 
it. Apples had no natural role in that 
part of the world.” 

Hudson-Knapp found a con- 
venient way to get around the 


apple-or-apricot, good-versus- 
evil debate stemming from Gen- 
esis (2:16-3:19). 

“It’s been a hotly contested issue, 
but I’m not a historical botanist, so 
we decided to please both factions. 
We had an apricot tree growing in 
our garden for a long time, but after 
it winter-killed, we replaced it with 
an apple [tree].” 

Climate willing, there are scores 
of biblical plants gardeners can 
choose for their yards — ornamen- 
tal, medicinal and culinary. Among 
them: grapevines, date palms, dill 
and olive trees. 

The Bible has about 25 referenc- 
es to the olive tree and more than 
160 references to its oil, which was 
used with foods, for illumination, 
as an ointment and soap, and for 
preserving leather and certain met- 
als. The Koran mentions olives as a 
condiment, Musselman said. 

Deuteronomy describes “a land 
of wheat and barley, of grapevines, 
fig trees and pomegranates; of olive 
oil and honey.” Numbers 11:5 refers 
to cucumbers, melons, leeks, onions 
and garlic. And let us not forget the 
armed plants: thorns, briers, nettles 
and brambles. 

“Examples of those are usu- 
ally saved for institutions, which 
tend to have more room,” Mussel- 
man said. “But then, who wants to 
plant a bunch of thistles in their 
backyard?” dean fosdick (ap)

We noticed it a few months ago — 
the Palm Beachy printed clutches 
at Old Navy the two -tone cardigans 
with jeweled buttons at J. Crew, the 
beaded tunics at Banana Republic, 
the indispensable flat shoe with a 
gold insignia on the toe at Target. 

Tory Burch, or rather her WASPy 
1960s and ’70s David Hicks-meets- 
Marrakech style, is everywhere — 
at the mall, on the runway, even 
at Southern California’s Coachel- 
la music festival in April, where 
Prince wore a woman’s studded 
Tory tunic on stage. Burch herself 
is everywhere, too — on the cover of 
Town & Country, on society pages, 
in gossip columns, linked for awhile 
to Lance Armstrong. 


In four years, she has become the 
most influential fashion designer in 
America. Unlike big names such as 
Lanvin and Balenciaga, who may 
score a lot of red carpet hits but 
are sustained mostly by accessory 
and fragrance sales, Burch designs 
clothes that real people wear. 

Her brand, with prices mostly 
in the $195 to $495 range, is acces- 
sible to a good range of ages and 
sizes (up to a size 14). For high-end 
shoppers, it’s a source for casual 
clothes; for budget shoppers, it’s 
aspirational. And for Burch, it’s 
raking in more than $200 million 
in annual sales. 

What took Ralph Lauren decades 
— developing brand signatures such 
as the Polo pony. Polo shirt, con- 
cho belt and blanket coat — Burch 
has done in a handful of years. The 
tunic top, the sequin knit dress, the 
dickey sweater and the $195 Reva 


ballet flat named 
after her mom 
and adorned 
^ with the double - 

T logo have become 
classic designs. 

When I spoke to Burch a year 
ago, she said she found the imita- 
tors flattering. But now, she’s not 
so sure. “I have called the heads of 
some companies personally and said,

She launched her line in Febru- 
ary 2004 at her own retail store in 
New York, before wholesaling it. She 
began with 15 categories, which is 
a lot for any business starting out. 
Many pieces, such as the caftans and 
espadrilles, were inspired by things 
that her parents wore while vaca- 
tioning in the 1960s in Morocco. 

Her brand of stylish, cheaper (if 
not cheap) chic came along at just 
the right time, when women were 
starting to take pride in mixing an 
H&M jacket with a Pradabag. “Hav-

What scares me is not $5-per-gal- 
lon gas, but the way so many people 
are dismissing McCain and crowning 
Obama. The work is just beginning, 
and there’s something really scary 
about how hyped everyone is getting. 
I continue to believe that the Clin- 
ton campaign’s biggest mistake was 
overconfidence. That should be an 
object lesson.

grooming dogs. Her clients — the 
nonpaying ones, that is — are poo- 
dles and Papillons, setters and span- 
iels. They sniff, whine, snort, bark 
and sometimes growl — not unlike 
an average set of office workers. 

At Groom ’N Glory in Centreville, 
Andrews relishes not working in an 
office: “I’d go crazy behind a desk,” 
she says. And as a lifelong animal 
lover, she finds working with dogs 
a natural fit. 

Natural but messy. “You can’t 
groom a dirty dog,” she says; “it’s 
not good for the equipment or for 
finding the right style.” So the first 
task is to get the dog into a tub to 
be washed — three times. Then 
comes blow-drying: “We have to 
make them fluffy.” Only then do 
scissors and clippers come out. 

“Patience is key,” Andrews says, 
soothing a terrier on her table. Dogs 
may resist a bath at home, but “they 
sometimes act differently with us. 
They know what to do, and if they’re 


scared, we ease them into it. We 
work slowly and earn their trust 
through touch, talk, massage— 
whatever works.” 

That same sense of sizing up a 
situation got Andrews into both 
of her careers— and out of one. 
Following two years of college in 
Pennsylvania, she moved with her 
family back to Virginia, where a 
friend connected her with a cus- 
tomer-service job at a Richmond 
gift company. With just three peo- 
ple on staff, the job included some 
accounting and warehouse work. 

It grew quickly. Andrews “kept 
getting promoted” and became the 
marketing director, the contact 
for 400 company representatives 
nationwide. After eight years, she 
took a job with the same title but a 
higher salary at a similar compa- 
ny in Georgia where she saw more 
potential. 

But a year in, “something was 
missing,” she sighs. “I was so good 
at my job but not totally happy.” 
Back to Virginia she went. 

Realizing that “I had to work

around animals,” in 2006 she 
enrolled in a five-month dog- 
grooming course. Andrews then 
responded to an ad for a groomer 
and told her future employer, “Teach 
me and I will learn.” She started at 
Groom ’N Glory that fall. 

“This is a recession-proof 
career,” says Peter Peretta, 
director/owner of the Virginia 
School of Pet Grooming (see box). 
“People always take care of their 
pets.” One downside: According 
to Petgroomer.com, a full-time 
employee with at least a year’s 
experience commonly makes 
$25,000 to $35,000 a year; 
$40,000 to $50,000 is high. 

A groomer’s basic training can 
be through a school or an appren- 


ticeship. That’s often enough for 
a job. Beyond that, the National 
Dog Groomers Association 
of America (724-962-2711; 
Nationaldoggroomers.org) offers 
national certifications in three 
types of dog: sporting, nonsport- 
ing and terrier. To be certified for 
one, a candidate has to answer 100 
written questions and demonstrate 
competence on one or two dogs. 
A candidate can then move on to 
become a national certified mas- 
ter groomer, which requires pass- 
ing the same tests for all three dog 
types plus a 400 -question exam 
on anatomy, health, pesticides 
and more. 

Andrews has earned certifica- 
tions in nonsporting and terriers 
and has traveled to nearby states to 
competitions, usually with clients’ 
dogs. “I learn so much by watch- 
ing the competitors and hearing the 
judges’ comments,” she says. 

Bathing and drying a dog takes 
an hour on average, and then there’s 
another hour or so on the table. 
Dogs also get their nails done and 


ears cleaned. Andrews and her col- 
leagues work 8 a.m. to late after- 
noon, Tuesday through Saturday: “I 
love having a weekday for personal 
errands, like taking my dogs to the 
vet. It’s really hard to take a day off 
in this industry.” Andrews and her 
husband have a pug and two boxers; 
she grooms them herself. 

What’s next? College “may still 
be a possibility. I’d appreciate it 
more if I went back now.” More 
immediately, she’s working toward 
her master certification. “I always 
want to make myself better,” she 
says. Besides, being married to a 
Marine means “it’s good to have a 
portable job.” 

Full certification can only help, 
Andrews says, and “when I walk 
into a shop with my resume and 
tell them I’m a national certified 
master groomer, they’ll know I’m 
dedicated to this career.” 

Even in Japan, one possible post? 

“I’d be willing to try it,” she says. 
“This is what I’m going to do the 
rest of my life. I love this work.”

D.C.’s modern-day 
crafters: Making it, in 
more ways than one 

Walk into Jon Wye’s unfinished 
Eastern Market garage and you’ll 
find creative chaos. A stair-stepper 
rests next to a bench press. A corner 
worktable — littered with scissors, 
saws, axes — supports a wooden 
shelf piled with more tools and a 
couple mannequin heads. There are 
scraps of plywood and an old box fan 
on the already supply-littered floor. 
Dozens of colorful leather belts are 
draped on the right side of a bench- 
press barbell, near the 28 -year-old’s 
sewing machine. 

“Fred won’t come in here,” says 
Wye of his dog, a gentle retriev- 
er mix. “He’s scared of all this.” 
Perhaps rightly so. Aside from the 
fact that the belt designer’s work- 
shop has no AC or heat — Wye 
admits he just started feeling his 
toes again in March — there are 
some heavy-duty machines in here 
that, when turned on, sound like 
they’re about to go into orbit. 

Welcome to the world of inde- 
pendent crafting ... well, sort of. 

“Craft” doesn’t seem to really 
describe what an increasing num- 
ber of Washingtonians are crank- 
ing out creatively, often for profit. 
Forget the Styrofoam balls, googly 
eyes and felt Mom would pick up 
at Michaels. Today, tastes have 
moved past generic do-it-yourself 
kits toward eclectic creations and 
personalized ventures. The days of 
rubber-stamping and wreath-mak- 
ing are so over. Instead, indepen- 
dent businesses — from funky belt- 
makers like Wye to spirited fabric 
artists — are gaining ground and 
often making money. According to 
the Craft and Hobby Association, 
crafters spend $31 billion per year 
in the States alone. 

“People better appreciate hand- 
made items today more than 10 or 
15 years ago when it was more of a 
materialistic world,” says spokes- 
woman Terri Ouellette. “It didn’t 
use to be that way. You’d have to 
negotiate for five bucks for the thing 
you worked three days on!” 

She says the green movement 


and accessibility of information 
on the Internet have played sig- 
nificant roles in the current craft 
boom. In an age of mass-produced 
everything, people crave the authen- 
tic, the handmade, the imperfect. 
And there are a lot of people mak- 
ing stuff these days — 57 percent 
of American households do. So, in 
order to make a living (or some 
extra cash) weaving, forging or 
hammering stuff, your product 
really needs to stand out. “People 
just aren’t buying crocheted hand 
towels anymore,” says Ouelette. 
“And it’s probably a good thing.” 

So, how do some of Washington’s 
creators manage? 

For Wye, it began with a girl, 
back in September of 2003. 

“I’m not a bar-hopper kind of 
guy,” he explains. After meeting 
a woman he liked at church, he 
suggested “‘Hey, come over to my 
house. I have this great idea for belt 
buckles.’” 

Not that Wye had ever made 


anything like that before. But, with 
his new crush, the scion of a DIY 
family who’d once taken a pottery 
class as an undergrad in Illinois, 
Wye spent an evening making one. 
The pair formed a design in can- 
ners’ wax and then cast it in plas- 
ter. After that, they put a blowtorch 
to some scrap metal, liquefying it 
before pouring it into the mold 
and baking in the oven. Yeah, a 
few pans were destroyed in the 
process. But Wye’s “Junk” buckle 
(a metal piece that literally says 
“junk”) was born. “We proudly 
wore our funny little creations all 
around town,” he recalls. 

But, sigh, the creative meeting of 
the minds was to be cut short: Wye’s 
muse already had plans to move to 
Barcelona in a few months. 

Rather then mope around, he 
threw himself into his work. In 
a matter of months, the buckle 
designs multiplied (there are now 
variations shaped like waffles 
and men’s underpants). It was 


while looking for his next step 
that he found his niche: “I had 
this concept that I could prob- 
ably get these really cool images 
onto belts,” he says. 

And he did just that. In August 
of last year, Wye quit his job as an 
office manager at Home Front 
Communications and devoted him- 


self to furthering his funky brand. 
He works with graphic design- 
ers from New Zealand to Seattle 
to put his loopy illustration ideas 
into reality, and then embeds them 
into leather strips. 

Now his buckles, belts and 
T-shirts are sold in boutiques from 
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Georgetown University

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over a mirror for the occasional 
mosaic hobbyist to work with for 
a tiling project in her fixer-upper 
house. Things didn’t go exactly as 
planned. 

“Instead, I took stuff I had been 
collecting for garden art and ham- 
mered it on to the mirror,” she says. 
It wasn’t long before she quit her job 
as a customer service manager and 


took part-time gigs as a bartender 
and photo researcher to stay afloat 
while she fleshed out the idea. Two 
years later. Had Matter was born. 

She started a stand at Eastern 
Market in March 2004. At first, she 
primarily focused on selling mosaic 
outdoor cocktail tables and the mir- 
rors. But nothing really caught on, 
so she took a chance. Switching out 


the mirrors for old photographs and 
wooden shelves, Rubel developed 
quirky key holders made from recy- 
cled materials — vintage photos, 
old clocks and coffee cans. When 
she introduced them that July, she 
says they “quickly took over as my 
most popular pieces.” 

She’s been crafting full time 
ever since, selling her wares online 


(Hadmatterart.com), at local fairs 
and on weekends at Eastern Market. 
How does she survive as a full-time 
crafter? She says markets can be 
profitable, and she lives frugally 
and doesn’t have a big mortgage. 
She also hustles: In order to make 
it full time, Rubel says, “You want to 
shoot between $4,000 and $8,000 
in sales” per month. 


And for 8th Street Soap Kitchen’s 
Jenny Isaacs, the beginnings of her 
part-time business were simple. “I’ve 
always liked making things,” she 
says with a laugh. “But I can’t sew; 
I can’t draw. So, I picked up a begin- 
ner ‘how to make soap’ book.” 

For her new hobby, she ordered 
soap -making ingredients online.

Except what she thought would be 
a small pail of coconut oil turned 
out to be a 40 -pounder. “I had to 
use up all of it. So, I made more 
soap ! ” Now the 3 8 -year- old graph- 
ic designer’s Brookland basement 
is awash with bars in various cre- 
ation stages, like the citrusy Flora 
de Naranja and fresh-from-the- 
dryer sweet Fluffy Pajamas. 

As any DIYer will tell you, get- 
ting the crafty ball rolling is one 
thing. Keeping up with a full- or 
part-time business is another. For 
starters, there’s incorporation, set- 
ting up a Web site, keeping track 
of orders and shipping packages. 
It also helps if you’re comfortable 
with bragging a little — which most 
crafters will tell you isn’t exactly 
their style. 

Then there’s the issue of how 
much to sell your vintage fabric- 
covered lampshades/star- shaped 
bowls/handknit sofa slipcovers. 
How do you know what’s too much 
— or too little? 

Rubel says many folks who cre- 
ate things for money don’t put a high 
enough value on their time. Sure, 
it may take a couple hours to put 
the finishing touches on one of her 
key holders, but that doesn’t fac- 
tor in time she’s spent working on 
her Web site, shipping purchases 
or sussing out old license plates, 
photos or geegaws to incorpo- 
rate into her designs. Even though 
she primarily works with recycled 
materials, it’s not like she’s happen- 
ing upon yard sales and Dumpster 
diving on weekends. Some of her 
pieces require very specific items 
that take time to source. 

For instance, she has an alli- 
gator-themed piece that requires 
a Florida license plate. “The only 
way to get Florida plates regularly 
is in eBay,” she says. Just surfing the 
auction site to bid on used plates can 
take a few hours each week. 

By not taking these factors 
into account, she says, one not 
only runs the risk of undervalu- 
ing themselves, but that of their 
crafty counterparts. Online craft- 
selling sites like Etsy.com can be a 
blessing and a curse. Etsy allows 
its 100,000 -plus users to set up 
virtual shops without establish- 
ing their own sites. But you won’t 
make money if you price your mas- 
terpieces too low. “Too many peo- 
ple aren’t trying to make money off 


of it,” she says. “They’re just selling 
what they’re making while watch- 
ing the ballgame. You should take 
yourself seriously.” 

The more you respect your work, 
the more customers will, too. Isaacs 
points out that the higher she priced 
her soaps, the better they sold. 

Yeah, there’s money to be made 
in crafting these days. During its 
first year (2003), Etsy sales totaled 
$3.8 million. As of May of this year, 
sales profits had already reached 
$25 million, says Etsy spokesman 
Matthew Stinchcomb. 

But before you start thinking 
those boxes you decoupage will 
make you rich, Stinchomb sug- 
gests approaching the hot glue 
gun cautiously: “I’d say we have a 
couple hundred sellers who could 


support themselves by what they’re 
selling on Etsy,” he says. That’s out 
of 100,000 vendors. 

And like anyone who is start- 
ing a business, be wary of who 
you bring on board. When Wye 
started establishing a little street 
cred, people started coming out 
of the woodwork. “It’s not always 
the best people right away. It’s 
always, ‘Hey, we’ve got the best 
commerce package, we can be your 
PR people.’ I’ve learned that these 
are things you stay away from at 
all costs in the beginning and for 
many years to come.” 

And just because you’re work- 
ing independently, you don’t need 
to be a hermit, holed up in your stu- 
dio, er, apartment. Network with 
your crafty brethren. There are 


national groups like Craft Mafia 
(Craftmafia.com) and Bazaar 
Bizarre (Bazaarbizarre.org) that 
have chapters from Anchorage to 
Boston. There’s also the local Craft 
Mutiny (Craftmutiny.com). Sites and 
organizations like these provide a 
way for those with an artsy bent to 
meet and mingle, ask for advice and 
even set up shows together. 

Isaacs became a Mutiny mem- 
ber last August. “It’s got a spirit of 
playfulness I really like,” she says. 
“They’re definitely kind of alter- 
na — there’s someone with pink 
hair. They’re all crazy creative.” 
When Mutineers aren’t volleying 
questions back and forth on their 
online forum, the group of 12 20- 
and 30 -somethings brainstorm 
ideas at Silver Spring’s Pyramid

Rubel has her key holders almost 
down to a science. So much so, 
that creating some pieces is more 
drudgery than creative work. Now 
she allots extra time to brainstorm 
future projects: She’s thinking wall

sconces from recycled cigar boxes, 
old tin cans and vintage photos. 

For Wye, it’s developing new 
belt designs, expanding his line 
into clothes and — no surpise — 
developing unique dog collars. 

Isaacs is delving into lip balms, 
cuticle creams, and, gulp, penis 
enlargement cream. 

And, of course, the soaps are still 
churning along, due to inspiration 
gleaned from her daily life. 

“I’ve been working on a soap I’m 
going to call ‘Brooklandia,’ because 
that’s my neighborhood,” she says. 
“It’s going to have dandelions that 
I’m going to pick on my way back 
home today. I’m going to use holy 
water that I’m going to get from the 
Franciscan monastery up the street! 
I’ll probably burn in hell for it, but 
it should be an interesting soap.”

He Sook Kooritzky s work often takes 
her to Annandale. Now the Vienna 
resident and Korean immigrant has 
another reason to head there. A high- 
end consignment shop on Little River 
Turnpike has sold her on a new con- 
cept: selling the designer clothes that 
cluttered her closet and buying those 
cast off by others. 

“Whenever I’m in Annandale, 
I stop by,” said Kooritzky, 66 , who 
recently scored Roberto Cavalli 
blouses and Christian Dior sunglass- 
es at the new shop, Grace & Kelli. “I 
am a very good customer.” 

Several consignment stores exist 
in the region, but they are unfamil- 
iar to many Korean immigrants, 
particularly those of the first gen- 
eration, said co-owner Gina Kim. 

“Koreans are big consumers. 
They’re into name brands, lux- 
ury brands,” said Kim, 40, an 
Annandale lawyer who emigrat- 
ed from Korea at age 11. She now 
finds herself explaining the concept 
to Korean women of her mother’s 
era. “A lot of them think I made up 
this whole idea.” 

Kim said the idea has caught on 
more quickly than she expected. 
Sure, some skeptical Korean cus- 
tomers have asked whether they 
can enter through the back door or 
shop after hours because they feel 
ashamed to be shopping for used 
clothing. But the store’s inventory 


has grown from 200 pieces to more 
than 1,000. And Kim, who fund- 
ed the project with $120,000, said 
she has broken even each month 
since opening. 

Advertisements in Korean-lan- 
guage newspapers helped draw ini- 
tial crowds, Kim said, as did a con- 
signment tutorial given by Hannah 
Yun, Kim’s sister-in-law, on a local 
Korean-language radio station. Yun 
explained consignment in “save-the- 
environment” terms. 

The store has become something 
of a ladies’ gathering spot. “It’s just 
like a local hangout,” said Sue Yi, a 
regular. “You see other people come 
in and try things on, and you get 
motivated to go and browse your- 
self. It’s fun, and the whole idea is 
just really being received well.” 

Not least by Kim’s mother. Sue 
Kim. She wears jeans and sneakers 
to her day job as owner of a food 
court restaurant. But after work, 
Kim said, “it’s only Chanel.” 

Now on four afternoons a week. 
Sue Kim, 65, goes from her job at 
the food court to Grace & Kelli, 
where she works as a clerk. And 
she’s a client: She has picked up 
Versace sneakers and Chanel shoes 
at the shop. 

“I think it’s no more,” she 
said of buying full-price cloth- 
ing. “I’m so happy.” karin brulliard

Lipstick maven 
Poppy King leaves 
her mark on the 
business world 


When Poppy King was 18, she lit- 
erally put her money where her 
mouth is. 

Frustrated by the fact that she 
couldn’t find any matte lipsticks in 
a sea of 1980s-era “Debbie Gibson 
fuchsia lip gloss specials,” she start- 
ed her own brand. Poppy Industries 
soon took off, as women in King’s 
native Australia and around the 
world clamored for an alternative 
to goopy glosses. King spent more 
than a decade running her busi- 
ness, during which she weathered 
her share of ups and downs, before 
a stint as vice president for creative 
marketing at Prescriptives. 

These days, she’s launched 
a new line of lipsticks called 
Lipstick Queen and has written a 
book, “Lessons of a Lipstick Queen” 
($23, Atria), to help others figure 
out how to turn their great ideas 
into successful companies. We 
spoke with the makeup maven, 
who’s not afraid to kiss and tell 
when it comes to the secrets of 
her success, beth luberecki 

How do you know whether a busi- 
ness idea is worth pursuing? 

If it keeps coming back and back 
and back. . . . And if you really have 
something worth pursuing, you 
start to see it connected to a whole 
lot of other things as well. It’s repet- 
itive, and then it expands. 

The old saying goes that nice guys 
(or gals) finish last. But your expe- 
rience and advice seems to contra- 
dict that old adage. 

If you’re polite and courteous and 
have follow-through, those are all 
things people take as a given but 
are so rare in fact. 

I think being nice in the way you 
conduct yourself in business and 
having some principles is really 
like an investment. I’ve gone way 
up there in terms of financial suc- 
cess and status and then fallen down 
and gone back up again.

Inevitably in business, or life, it’s 
a bit of a roller coaster. Because I 
had been nice to people the whole 
way along, when I was on the other 
side of the roller coaster, people 
were still willing to believe in me 
because of how I’d treated them on 
the way up. 

How did you stay true to who you 
were in an environment with all 
kinds of rules and traditions? 

I kind of burst onto the scene as 
a maverick. And then as my busi- 
ness matured, there were certain 
aspects of the rules of the corpo- 
rate world that I needed to find a 
balance with. I struggled between 
breaking the rules and following 
certain rules. I think somebody 
like Richard Branson or Warren 
Buffett, those are people who 
managed to be mavericks but also 


understand what rules are there 
to be broken and what rules are 
there because they’re just good 
common sense. 

I encourage people, when they’re 
looking at the rules, to differenti- 
ate between tradition and common 
sense. Tradition should be respect- 
ed, but it doesn’t means it’s the only 
route. But common sense has always 
got to be part of it. 

You went through a very difficult 
and public dispute with your busi- 
ness partners at Poppy Industries. 
What did you learn from that expe- 
rience? 

You are better off getting $10 from 
a business partner who shares your 
vision, whom you feel has a skill set 
or brings something to the table that’s 
helpful, who’s clear in terms of their 
role, than you are to get $100 or 


$100 million from somebody who 
is very flawed in what is shared in 
terms of vision. 

The big problem with my part- 
nership was the skill sets were very 
different, which then meant the 
vision of the business was very 
different. Unless you share the 
vision, it doesn’t matter what else 
you share. 

When are challenges just bumps in 
the road, and when are they signs of 
real problems with your business? 

When you’re an entrepreneur, 
there are going to be naysayers 
and there’s going to be opposi- 
tion. But if you’re finding that 
it’s not diminishing, that it is 
actually increasing and repeat- 
ing itself for similar reasons over 
and over and over again, I think 
that is a sign. 


What were you most surprised by 
while running Poppy Industries? 

Everything you do, there is a reac- 
tion somewhere along the line. 
When Poppy Industries was real- 
ly going through its most difficult 
period, it was so clear to me a lot of 
difficulty came up not from events 
that had happened two weeks before 
but two years before. Everything you 
do, good, bad and even indifferent, 
doesn’t just disappear. It sets you up 
for what is going to happen. 

You’re back in the lipstick game 
now. Are you doing anything differ- 
ently this time around? 

The energy of the brand is exact- 
ly the same, but the backroom is 
entirely different. I am so much 
more keenly aware of the balance 
between creativity and structure 
that creates success. You can cre- 
ate a legend with just creativity, but 
to create success you need creativ- 
ity and structure. 

How have you kept your passion for 
lipstick alive? 

Lipstick has been my way of con- 
tinually keeping me engaged with 
my own gender, where we’re at and 
what’s going on. For me, it’s very 
much a constant exploration about 
what it’s like to be a woman in the 
21st century. I’m endlessly curious. 
People assume I’m very driven or very 
ambitious. I have those elements but 
they’re not really the driving force. 
It’s curiosity. And I think anyone can 
foster their curiosity. 

Why do you want to share your 
tricks of the trade with others? 

When I was working for 
Estee Lauder [which owns 
Prescriptives], I was doing trunk 
shows at Nordstrom stores around 
America. All I’d have to say was 
one sentence— “I started my first 
lipstick brand at 18” — and I would 
get mobbed by women and their 
daughters asking, “How on Earth 
did you do that?” 

I realized that I had been very 
lucky in how simply I had taken on 
the idea of starting my own lipstick 
brand. I had really done it like a 
school project. I felt that everyone 
I was meeting was overthinking 
things, and if I could write a book 
that simplified it, that could be 
really helpful. If I have all these 
experiences racketing around in 
my head with nowhere to go, it 
feels like an energy that’s kind of 
boxed up.

DC by Foot challenges the typical walking tour, giving sightseers not just history but also dancing, rap and more — for tips only. 


D.C. for Free? 


Two entrepreneurs 
seek to reinvent 
the D.C. walking 
tour business 

W ith a little bit of rap (about King 
George III, of all people: “He was 
a meanie and we were so teeny”), a 
healthy but not overbearing dose of 
history and a whole lot of nerve, two 
recent college graduates are rattling 
the genteel world of Washington 
tour guides. 

Ben Hindman and Brody Davis 
are giving tours for free. 

Working only for tips, the two 
friends in bright orange caps are 
attracting tourists who find them- 
selves looking at the Mali’s attrac- 
tions, knowing little more than that 
the really tall one has to do with 
Washington; the squat, columned 
one is where Forrest Gump liked 
to hang out; and the one with the 
dome is where the president lives, 
or something like that. 

“A lot of tourists really don’t know 
anything about Washington or his- 
tory,” Hindman says. “We thought 
we could entertain people and get 
them interested in history at the 
same time.” 

Not entertained are the city’s 
professional guides, who “really 
don’t like us,” says Hindman, 24, 
a Bostonian who found the inspi- 
ration for DC by Foot in Berlin, 
where he took a tour from a tips-

only guide. 

“This has been their livelihood, 
and they don’t like us giving it away,” 
Davis says. “They are profession- 
als, and they think we don’t know 
anything.” 

Actually, says Tom Whitley, 
who handles marketing for the 
Guild of Professional Tour Guides 
of Washington, D.C., “it would be 
foolhardy for highly skilled guides 
to get into some kind of a fight with 
people trying to pick up tours out 
on the street. Let’s just say that it’s 
much more likely that a person who 
wants a qualified guide will go out 
and get a professional guide.” 

The guild’s code of ethics frowns 
upon soliciting for tips. Hindman 
and Davis figure their business is 
the ultimate expression of capi- 
talism. They offer a service; peo- 
ple determine its value and pay 
accordingly. 

Although traditional guides say 
they provide accurate and compel- 
ling stories about Washington and 


the nation’s great symbols, the two 
buddies fresh out of Vanderbilt 
University say they checked out 
the competition and were under- 
whelmed. 

So, Hindman and Davis stud- 
ied, obtained D.C. tour guide 
licenses and asked their for- 
mer history professors to share 
Washington stories. They con- 
cocted a script mixing tales 
of heroism and nation-build- 
ing (the birth of lobbying at the 
Willard Hotel, the stirring John 
Adams-Thomas Jefferson friend- 
ship, the strange but true expla- 
nation of why the Washington 
Monument is two-toned) with 
wacky bits that would probably 
come only from the minds of kids 
fresh out of college. 

For example, your average pro- 
fessional guide, while summariz- 
ing the Revolutionary War, probably 
doesn’t ask tour groups to “march 
like you’re British” and lead the 
tourists skipping down the path. 

If the professionals are disturbed 
by the introduction of free tours on 
the Mall, they are smart enough to 
keep their carping to a minimum, 
in part because they don’t think the 
free model will survive. Hindman 
and Davis sometimes have their 
doubts, too. 

Since they started last sum- 
mer, they have given more than 
100 tours, averaging more than 
35 people per outing and collect- 
ing about $150 from each group. 
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A family of four is often happy to 
fork over a $20 tip rather than the 
$15 per person — or much more 
— they might have to pay for a tra- 
ditional tour. 

“That paid the rent and let us 
hibernate for the winter,” Hindman 
says. Along the way, they figured out 
that foreigners tip better; that the 
larger the group, the lower the per- 
capita tip; and that nothing gins up 
business better than making nice 
to hotel concierges (this is, after all, 
the capital of lobbying). 

For now, Hindman and Davis are 
getting by. They’d love to turn their 
business into a permanent fixture 
on the Mall, but they’re hedging 
their bets. Davis plans to go to law 
school and Hindman to business 
school. Turns out there’s something 
to this idea of being a professional.

America’s first manga 
career book is full of 
magic — and real advice 

One might be tempted to think that 
“The Adventures of Johnny Bunko” 
($15, Riverhead Trade) is ajoke, or at 
the very least, mis-shelved. What’s 
this comic book doing in the career 
section, anyway? But author Daniel 
Pink, who last year received a fel- 
lowship to study manga (Japanese 
comics) in Japan, is serious about 
his new manga- style business book. 
The thin volume contains six “big- 
picture” career lessons (“Persistence 
trumps talent,” for example) about 
how to succeed in today’s work- 
place, delivered by a bevy of big- 
eyed, small-mouthed charac- 
ters slogging away in cube hell. 
Sailor Moon this definitely ain’t.

Why does America need a manga 
career book? 

Maybe not all of America, but 
there are several million readers 
who need it. A lot of career infor- 
mation is available online, like how 
to go on a job interview or what to 
put in your resume. That kind of 
info shouldn’t be in books. But what 
can a book do that Google can’t? I 
think it can give people big-picture 
information in a way that is more 
fun, more compelling, and more 
memorable than a Web site can. 
So, I decided to use this incredibly 
expressive form of manga to give 
people six lessons about careers that 
I wish I had known 25 years ago, 
and to do it in a way that is fun. 

How did you become interested in 
manga? 

I saw manga becoming very popu- 
lar here. ... It was basically a no- 
brainer to try to do one. We [as a 
culture] have mistakenly said that 
this is a medium that’s only for kids 
when there’s proof that it’s not. In 
Japan, manga is for everybody. You 
can get a manga political tract, a 
guide to time management, or his- 
tory, or whatever. 

How did tbe format influence tbe 
content or vice versa? 


I’m a writer; I’m not a comic book 
person. Most of the stuff I’ve cre- 
ated in my professional life has 
had things like sentences and 
paragraphs. One of the joys about 
working with Rob [Ten Pas] is that 
he taught me how powerful the 
images could be. I wrote scenes 
and Rob would sketch it out and I 
would say, “Oh, man, this is totally 
overwritten.” 

Is it tougb convincing people to 
pick up a book that is stereotyped 
as a kids’ product? 

I think that some people don’t get 
it until they actually touch the 
book. And that emphasizes the 
— I don’t want to get too highfalu- 


tin on the cultural theory here — 
but books are physical products. I 
think there’s something about the 
physicalness that is valuable. Once 
people hold it and turn the pages, 
I think they become very absorbed 
in the story. 

So, where do your six principles 
about work come from? 

A lot of it came from my previous 
two books about work, which took 
me to a number of college campus- 
es to talk about those ideas. Many 
of those people who are 20 years 
younger than I am were operat- 
ing under the same false premis- 
es I was under when I was their 
age. So, I started thinking about 
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the sorts of things that I know 
now that I wish I had known as a 
20 -something. 

Like the pointlessness of a 
10-year plan? 

I knew from my first day of col- 
lege that I was going to go to law 
school, which is just preposterous 
when I think about it. I’m almost 
embarrassed to tell you. When I 
got to my early 20s, I was realiz- 
ing the uselessness of a careful- 
ly architected plan and decided 
to live with a certain amount of 
ambiguity. [But I still went to law 
school.] I went, hell, yes, I went. 
I’m a slow learner. I graduat- 
ed from law school, but I never 


practiced law. 

Right now, if you ask me what’s 
my plan for the next 10 years, I 
gotta tell you I really don’t have 
one. Part of me is a little worried 
about that, but I think that the 
greater danger is having a plan 
only to alleviate your anxiety. 

So, how do you answer the “Where 
do you want to be in five years?” 
interview question? 

Tell the truth. I would say, “You 
know what? I’m not sure what 
I’m going to be doing in five years 
or 10 years, but here’s what I’m 
good at. And what’s more impor- 
tant, here’s how I can solve your 
problem.” I think that so much of 



these job interviews are just kabuki 
theater; rehearsed questions and 
answers. I think this would be a 
really refreshing answer. 

How do you read this book? 

One of the big takeaways of study- 
ing manga in Japan is speed. Manga 
is built to move fast, to the point 
where some manga publishers and 
editors will time readers to make 
sure they’re reading it quickly. The 
goal of this book was that people 
could read it in less than an hour. If 
it takes longer, then I’ve failed. But 
then people tell me they’ve read it 
in five minutes and I say, “You’ve 
missed the point — you haven’t even 
looked at the pictures!”
